As ordinary mortals are n»t 
qualified to speak on a subject of each 
vast importance a reporter of the New 
York Herald was dispatched the other 
day to ascertain the views of a distin-

IS THE EARTH SAFE ? 

Facing these terrible f truths the re- 
porter nerved himself for one more ques- 
tion. 

" Hut the earth— what is to become of 
the earth?" 
" Oh, it is burned out already." 
This was a relief. The stars may blaze 
until they become as invisible as Tatters, 
in the little " Shaughraun," but the 
earth is .saf§: This little planet ha-i al- 
ways: been known to its children as a cold 
world. People have been lamenting its 
frigidity untii they urew warm in their 
expostulations, and now they learn that 
the old thing is so completely burned 
out that in its absence of heat is their 
surest safety. Mars is also secure, be- 
w.-.. .. lilc„ Uioee ot the earth, the lireavot 
tie god of war are out. It is fortunate, 
Aowever, that all the dydrogen in the at- 
mosphere was not consumed when the 
conflagration took place, or that enough 
was secured to make the world endura- 
ble before Adam undertook to populate 
it. t )ut of the fire cstme vegetation. lite, 
the aspirations after the infinite. Secure 
in our own Btle world, we can !o..k dn 
with complacency while other planets 
are ablaze with light and heat. " Let 
them burn," we say, ' and they may be- 
come as pretty and habitable as our own 
lovely sphere." 

NOT TO BE Bl'BNKP, BUT ROASTKH. 

It does not follow, however, because 
the earth is safe from fires except such as 
we kindle for ourselves, that it is entire- 
ly secure as a place of habitation. When 
Mr. Rutherford said that change is the 
law of the universe. While man is in 
no danger of bring burned alive by su- 
perheated hydrogen, he may be roasted 
By the power of tho sun's rays. 

" The earth is nearly related to the 
sun," said the savant, ' and a conflagra-

"I have not but I saw some reference 
to the fact of a recent conflagration 
among the stats." 

"Are such conflagrations of frequent 
occurence?" 

" Within a comparative rtcent period 
a number of stars were di-covere 1 to beon 
fire. There is no question that eonlbgim- 
tions are constantly taking place in the 
heavens, t'hange is the law of the uni- 
verse, as it is c f the earth itself. A -tar 
which had been shining with a dim, inef- 
fectual light sometimes suddenly blazes 
up with a brilliancy which can be ac- 
counted for in no other way than by the 
theory ot stellar conflagration. Indeed, 
the fires among the stars are rather to 
be regarded as a fact than a theory, for 
in the two most recent ca a es the 
grations 
the aid 
character is fully establi-hed." 

A dogma so startling cannot fail to 
have a lively effect upon qniefppeople 
accustomed to regard the stars in the 
sky as bright but intensive attractions 
tor poets and other romantic persons. 
In the past nobody was afraid to say 
"Twinkle, twinkle little star," but now 
ever twinkle in the heavens will suggest 
the question whether or not it is on fire. 
The peaceful stars are peaceful no longer, 
but burning masses, full of danger to the 
universe and terrib'.e in the eyes of the 
inhabitants of the earth and* possibly 
to those also of "Other Worlds than 
Ours." 

CAUSES. OF THE STELLAR KIRKS. 

" What is the cause of a conflagration 
so remarkable as must be that of|p burn- 
ing star '" 

"There t an be no combustion," said 
Mr. Rutherford, "un'ess there is some- 
thing to consume— hydrogen for in- 
stance." 

This proposition in astronomy is even 
more startling than the one which pro- 
ceeded it. " Where there's smoke there 
must be lire" is the old maxim; "where 
there's dydrogen there must be combus- 
tion" will become the new. With the 
reporter, however, it was a great ob- 
ject to ascertain the analogy between 
hydrogen and combustion, and so he 
asked, f Where does the fire come 
from?" 

"It is generated by heat," was the la- 
conic answer. 

Plain people with old fashioned no- 
tions of heat will find it hard to accom- 
modate their views to the new tangled 
doctines of astronomy. Under the old 
ec#nomy heat resulted from fire; now it 
seems fire results from heat, at least 
among the stars. Imaginative persons 
might expect hydrogen to be ignited by 
the friction of a comet or to be the result 
of some such cause, but if heat creates 
fire in the heavens, some of the stars 
must of necessity be comfortably hot. 
Just think of it— a star bathed in atmos- 
phere of hydrogen growing so hot as to 
set its own atmosphere on fire ! That is 



materially increase its heat, would make 
lile on this planet impossible." 

9 ' it will be seen that while we have 
passed the stage where there was danger 
of stellar fire by the action of the heat of 
the planet upon its hydrogen ic atmos- 
phere, we still run the risk of a similar 
disaster in the sun. It is no wonder, 
then, that pur astronomers are constant- 
ly turning their telescopes toward the 
tountnhi of life and light for the earth. 
Now is it any wonder that when a new 
star is seen to blaze, fresh fears should 
be excited of a blazing sun in the heavens? 
It is a calamity to be feared as one which 
if not imminent, is yet possible, and as 
awful in its way as the man^e of flame 
which would envelop a star. 

"The quantity of heat emitted by the 
sun in every second," said pro feasor 
pj|A5tar in one of his lectures, " is so stu- 
pendous that all ordinary modes of rep 
resenting his action fail us. It is a mere 
form of words, for instance, conveying no 
clear ideas to the mind, to say that in 
each second the suu gives as much heat 
as would be given out in the burning of 
eleven thousand six hundred million^ of 
tons of coal. Should the sun's atmos- 
phere take fire from this stupendous heat 
and a new intensity be givttt to his ray- 
there wouid besuchaconvulsiou of nature 
that a roasting earth even would be 
among the minor consequences. A 
planet or two might be drawn into the 
sun's furnace to add fuel to the flame 
and the laws of attraction work so dis- 
astrously that in the end the whole uni 
verse would be drawn to one center. 
This, however, is scarcely to be expected, 
even if there should be a'great conflagra- 
tion in the sun, and for the present the 
only danger against which we keep a 
-harp outlook is that of being roasted. 

11 NOT BOASTED Til EN FROZEN. 

There is. however, a still greater danger 
though it does not seem to be impending 
over the present generation. The human 
mind is apt to go from one extreme to 
the other, and wme profane people have 
looking forward to a time when even the 
dominions of Pluto shall freeze. The re- 
porter belonged to this class, for he dared 
to ask Mr. Rutherford whether the fires 
of the suu would not stop some day— if 
the fuel which keeps that luminary 
alight would not some time be ex- 
hausted. 

" Oh, certainly," answered the scien- 
"Th< ,%< - ai heat of the bub 
not be kept up forever, but as it dimin- 
ishes the earth will grow cold. It will 
not require much change either 
way to affect the earth. There may be 
a conflagration which will roast us or 
thesun's fires may give out and let us

York city inebriate asylum 00 Ward's 
island is condemned as a failure both by i 
the pbysiciaus in charge and by the com- 
missioners of charities and correction. 
The asylum h:is had forty-three paying 
patients during the past year, not one of 
whom is announced as cured. The re- 
lapse of the patients when di-charged 
"has been." says the chief of staff, "a 
source of chagrin and disappointment to 
the mo.-t sanguine friends of these in- 
firmaries." The number "permanently 
cured" since the establishment- of the 
asylum in 18G8, "could, I fear," he says, 
"be established only by z«ros." The 
expenditures of. the concern have been 
large and the receipts small, the benefits, 
according to the best accounts, being j 
slight. The commissioners are of the 
opinion that the funds lavishly spent 
upon the asylum could be put to a lietter 
vse.
